> In summary, it shows a total count of 1 ,406, divided between street 942 and shelter 464. 

> 

> That does not include the youth count, which is handled separately. It shows 618. You can click into the youth tab - 
and its nice because you can see the actual count per census tract. 

> 

> The site also allows you to click into the census tract maps for the opt-in communities. (We are in SPA 4). 

> 

> I am not sure if you have assigned someone to be the specific point person on the homeless count - but on Monday, we 
are having the Hollywood 4WRD meeting at 3 p.m. at Hwd United Methodist (I’ve invited Cesar Corona). LAHSA staff will 
be updating us - and one thing they’ve come up with this year are “hot spot” areas, which may require a police escort to 
help count (to ensure volunteer safety). There has been a concern in the past that numbers may be low in some areas of 
the county where volunteers may find it unsafe to walk.
